EGYPTIAN ARCHEOLOGY. 
Writing in the “Globe” on “Prehistoric Arts 
and Crafts”, W. St. Chad Boscawen says:—“Of 
all the nations of antiquity, Egypt alone 
presents us with a continuous panorama of 


records, covering not only the historic ages, 
but also extending far back into the dim, 


misty, prehistoric times. The material gathered 
from the graves’ in the great predynastic 
cemeteriés at Abydos, Nagada, and Geblen 
reveal to us the life of ages far beyond those of 
any other Oriental people It is but a 
moderate estimate to place the neolithic age, 
to which the best work of these people must be 
assigned, at a period of some seven thousand 
yeats before thé® Christian era. How much 
further back must we go for the more primitive 
work, and to what still more remote period 
must we assign the remains of * paleolithic . 
man. The first discovery of this prehistoric 
race in the Nile Valley is due to Professor 
Petrie, but he failed at-first to recognise: their 
position, regarding them as a’hew, or foreign, 
people who had forced their .way into the Nile 
Valley in early dynastic times, and it was 
really M. de Morgan who first recognised in 
them the pre-dynastic population of Egypt. 
The harvest of antiquities .which have been 
gathered from the graves of this most ancient’ 
people is, indeed, most prolific, and the story 
to be reconstructed’ from their evidence most 


‘limportant., The collections of the British 


Museum,‘ Oxford, Liverpool, as well ag the . 
Edwards Museum in University-Gollege, Lon- 
don, all contain valuable objects, and there 
are several large private collections. Having 
had the opportunity of éxaminining thoroughly — 
one of the latter, I have been able to ascertain 
several interesting points as to the dawn of 
the arts and crafts in the Nile Valley. The 
prehistoric Egyptians, like those of later times, 
buried their dead with some hope of a future 
life, and so placed in the tombs the objects 
they most needed in‘life on earth. In the 
prehistoric grave exhibited in the British 
Museum, this mode may be seen. The dead 


| man lies in the attitude of sleep, and around — 


him are earthen pots and flint weapons. The - 
pottery is most important, for from the study - 
of the various examples we are able to establish 
a regular sequence in the development of the 
‘various forms. * ee 
“As I have stated elsewhere, man learned the 
art of making pottery fromi the bird’s nest. 
The nest showed him.liow to make baskets, 
and the claylined nest suggested the clay-lined 
basket. The heating of one ‘of these basket 
pots produced a. baked clay dish or pot, the 
sides of Which were marked with a basket-~ 
work pattern. Man soon learned to make these 
pots and bake them, but. retained the old 
basket pattern’ as ‘a decoration. These pots 
grew larger, assuming an urn and often © 
had knobs or lungs on the side to hold a cord, ~ 
for suspension. In course ot time the upper 
part was curved in; making shoulders to the 
jar and giving the jar an ovoid shape This 
was no doubt done to regulate the out-pouring 
of fluids, a rim was added,’ and this in due ~ 
course became higher, and formed a neck. 
“The ware is‘usually red or yellowish buff, 


‘| and decorated: with ablack band at.the top. 


This has been generally considered to be due 
to thé action of heat in the ashes- of the kiln, 
the vases being placed nozzle down, but several 
of the examples I examined showed traces of 
the black glaze having run, as if puton in a 
liquid form. In the same way, it would other- 


‘| wise be difficult to explain the method by 


which the insides were glazed black. The most 
important and difficult problem to solve was 
the method by which these vessels were made 
and so beautifully finished—the potter's wheel 
not having been invented. I think that I am 
able to suggest a solution: Among the exam- 
ples I examined were several unfinished 
specimens. In some of these, the outsides were 
well baked, the-usual black band round the 
top was there, and the onter surface’ polished 
with the polishing stones The inside, however, 
revealed some interesting.material. They were 
unfinished, and rough, badly-baked jumps of 
clay adhered to the sides. A still further 
examination showed clearly the’ marks of, 
flint scrapers that had been used to hollow 


-1out the interior The method of manufacture’ 


now appears clear. The vase was made solid, 
then partially dried, and the interior carefully. 
scraped out with flint scrapers, and after- 
wards the vase was baked. This seems to be 
confirmed by’a statue in the Cairo Museum, 
which shows a man thus working the interior. 


| It must finally be. noted that this was undoubt- 


edly the méthod in which,the alabaster vases 
were made in later times. Another valuable find 
I must also mention, The vases in the Maseam 
are decorated with drawings of Nile boats, 
men, ostriches, and animals, but hitherto no 
regular pictorial story has been found. One vase 
in this collection, however, . has more sequence 


"| in its decoration than any’ I have seen before. 


It is a large yellow buff vase about twelve 
inches high. The bottom part has a wave 


-pattefn decoration in red. On the main body 


an interesting scene is depicted. In the upper 
part two prehistoric Nile boats are represented, 
evidently méored to the bank. There are cabins 
on deck, on the roof of which little men in an 
attitude dendting excitement or activity are 
standing. Ab ‘the head .of each boat a taller 
man stands, thé.attitude of his arms denoting 
the giving of orders. On the bank between the « 
two boats:is 9, ill, taller man, whose arms are 
spread out-as if giving the supreme orders. 
Here -we have clearly the picture of a Nilé 
boat ition landing on the bank of the 
river. Below this group is represented a number. 
of huts, in one of which a dead body is clearly: 
shown. This is evidently the village raided. 
“The lower tier is very interesting. On the 
left isa man with a long staff in his hand, who 
is advancing towards a grove of palm trees. 
Behind him’is a giraffe, round whose neck he 
had a lasso. Before him ran two dogs. On the 
right is another group, a Barbary ram and two 
kids. ‘The ram stands in front of them, and 


_ | raises his foot in an angry manner, to ward off 


the approaching dogs. The whole is most 
crudely drawn, but it’ nevertheless tella its 
story with much force and detail, Here, then, 
we see how much we learn of the dawn of the 
arts in Egypt some eight or nine thousand 
years ago.”

PERENNIAL IRRIGATION, 

In summarising the documents in question 
Lord Cromer observes that there can be no 
doubt of the enormous benefit whith the’ 
Assotian reservoir has conferred. ‘The actiial 
direct gain to the Egyptian Treasury ‘has been 
insignificant. “The iidirect gain has “been” con- 
siderable, but it is diffigult to State precisely to 
what it amounts. The reason why the actual 
return tothe Treastify Wis “béen small is that 
it was thoaght best to impose a very light 
land tax on the larids affected ‘and thus 


to fructify.in the pockets of the population. 
On, the other’ hand the advantage to the 
country has been enormous. Sir William 
Garstin estimates that the sale valtie of the 
lands already provided with pefénnial irriga- 
tion has been increased by no less than 
LE 24,510,000, and that when the.canals in 
course of constraction are completed this 
figure will be raised to no less than LE. 
28,312,900. The increased rental value _ is 
already L.E. 1,465,000, and will eventually 
amount to L.E 2,022,359. The whole of this 
rise is directly attribiitable to tlie con- 
struction of the dam. In addition to ‘this 
the cotton crop, the value of which was esti-; 
mated last year at L.E. 28,000,000, has been 
meta It iscomputed that the’ feservoir now: 


will be eventually nedcéssary for the needs of 
Egypt. If the “dam “is “faised “as Sir William 
Garstin proposes the water supply, after 
allowing a sufficient ‘margin for evaporation, 
will be more than doubled. About 950.000 
acres of land will be brought under cultivation. 

“The benefit to the country,” Sir William 
Garstin says, “will be immense.” The value of 
cotton crop in the area retlaimeéd will’ dlotie 
amount to from 1. B.3,500,000 to LE. 4,000,000 
a year. There can, therefore, Lord Cromer 
adds, “be no doubt as to the advisability of in- 
creasing the water supply.” SirWilliam Garstin 
points out that’ there are two methods of 
increasing the supply. One is to stofe the 
required amount of water in reservoirs o0fis- 
ructed in the Nile Valley. The other is to 
prevent the present waste of water in the vast 
Buhr-el-Gebel marshes, and thus increase the 
volume in the river passing Khartoum duritig 
the summer months. After a thorough exdrhin- 

ation of the question Sir William and ‘his 
coadjutots have arrived at the conclusion that 


its entire’ area, it will be necessary to make’ 
use of both methods for adding to the Watér 
supply.” All possible sites’ hiave been exitiiiried, 
and the opitiion uniatiimiously expressed by the 
engineers is that no alternative exists but that 
of raistig the Assotiah ‘Dam.

THE SUDAN, OLD AND NEW:* 


With -complete fitness Dr.. Wallis Budge 


‘dedieates thése splendid volumes to Sir Wil- 


liam Edmund Garstin, who, as’ he biblically 
puts it, “has measured and curbed the River of 
Egypt, and set bounds to the flood thereof, and 
turned the Wilderness into a pool of water 
and the parched places into water Springs, and 
made’the Desert to blossom as the rose.” This 
work, which really deserves to be_ styled monu- 
metital, says the “Morning Post,” is the result. 
of investigations made by the author daring 
the pkst decade in the course of four archwo 
logieal missions to the Sudan. Dr, Wallis 
Budge was ‘sent out first in 1897 by the Trus- 
tees ofthe British Miiseum,. by arrangement 
with the Sirdar, then Sir Herbert Kitchener. 
He'went out again in the winter of 1898-99 ; 
and inthe spring of 1902 made a third jour- 
ney, this time under the direction of Sir Regi- 
nald Wingate, who had succeeded Lord Kit- 
¢hener in the Sirdarship. Finally, in the spring 
of 1905: the author was sent to the Sudan. to 
assist Sir Reginald in collecting antiquities for 
the newly-established Museum at Khartoum, 


‘in company with Mr. J. W. Crowfoot, Inspector 


of Education. This last visit was particularly 
rich in discoveries, which are fully described in 
the first of the two volumes. This part of the 


‘work contains a narrative of the results of the” 
four missions and a description of the temples, 


pytamids, and’ other monuments which Dr. 
Wallis Budge was privileged to! examitie and, 
in some cases, partly, to excavate. Of special 
interest, as leading tp to: his own invéstiga- 
tions, is the summary of the “splendid archso- 
logical work” done in the Sudan by -travellers 
of various nationalities during recent years, 
particularly: by Cailliault, Hoskins, and 
Lepsius. 

History rather than are alons forms the 
basis of the second volume. The author begins 
his fascinating narrative with great raid into 
the district made by Seneferu, an Egyptian 
King about pc. 8766, and ends it with a 
summary of chief events which happened there 
in the Year of Grace. 1904. It would seem that 
Christianity penetrated the Sudan by way or 
Egypt in the early centuries of our era. Indeed, 
we are told that in the Sixth Century it had 
permeated the minds of the Nubians ‘so thor- 
oughly that a native King succeeded in 
establishing a Christian kingdom in Northern 


* The Egy ptian Sudan: Its Hisioey and Munuments. 
By Dr. E.A. Wallis Budge, Keeper of the Egyptian and 
Assyrian Antiquities in the British Mtseum, Two 
Volumes, Kegan Paul, Trench, Triibner, and Co, 
Limited), 2gs. net. 
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Sudan, with Dongola as his capital. That king- 
dom flourished for about seven hundred years, 
and proved an effective barrier to the advance 
of Islam. Facts for history of the Sudan from 
the Seventh Century to the end of the Fifteenth 
are few, but they suffice to enable the author 
to put together a fairly connected narrative. 
He says : 


‘It is clear that the Northern Sudan was |.. 


subject to the Khalifas and. their representa- 


| tives.in Egypt, and that its ralers were com- 


pelled by them to pay the “Bakt,” or annual 
tribute of slaves Itis equally clear, however, 
that the native Christian Church made a 


persistent and gallant stand against Islam, and | 


that Christianity flourished in the country 
from the First Cataract to Sdba on. the Blue 
Nile. The testimony of Mohammedan writers 
proves that there were hundreds of churches 
in the country between these limits, and we 
know from other sources that many of them 
were fine buildings, the walls of which were 
decorated with painted figures of Saints, &. 
The form of belief which the Sudan Christians 
professed was that of Alexandria, i.e, Jacobite 
and the Liturgy was recited in Greek, and we 
may assume, that the chief members of’ the 
clergy came ffoin the Mother Church in 
Alexandria. 

About the Thirteenth Century Christianity 


. | began to decline, the clergy lost their hold on 


the people, who either voluntarily or under 
compulsion——for Islam was in the ascendant— 
becamé followers of the Prophet. In the early 
years of the Sixteenth Century Islam had 
triumphed, and, from that date to the present 
time the population of the whole Sudan has 
consisted practically of Mohammedans and 
Pagans, As Dr Wallis Budge points out, it is 
impossible, with the facts at present available, 


| to write a connected history of the country 


between 1520 and 1820, but we know that the 
Sultans and tribal Sheikhs waged war with 
each other in true Sudani fashion, the object on 
either side being to capture as many slaves 
and women and as much gold as possible, and 
to destroy the enemy and his country. The 
méthods employed were always the same, and 
seem to be inherent in the race. 

It will interest many people to learn that 
the little Arabic MS. in the British Museum, 
numbered “Oriental 2345,” belonged to Gener- 
al Gordon, and was presented by him to the 
National Collection in 1881. It contains, says 
Dr. Wallis Budge, an excellent, though brief, 
summary of the history of the Sudan from 
1504 to 1871, and his opinion—which, of 
course, sufices—is Desir editing and trans- 
lating.’’ 

Coming to a date so recent as 1897, the 
author dtaws a vivid picture of “the state of 
fnisery to which the ¢ountry had been brought 
within a space of fifty years by the misrule of 
its former mastérs,” and then compares it with 
the extraordinarily improved state of things 
existing to-day, thanks to Lord Kitchener, 


‘Lord Cromer, Sir Reginald Wingate, and Sir 


William Garstin, to name only the chief among 
the brave, devoted, and able administrators of 
various , degrees by whom the wonderful work 
of regeneration has been brought about. 
Putting lightly aside the “sentimental philo- 
Egyptians who criticise and find fault with 
details in the administration of the Sudan by 
a Government which is only a few years old,” 
the author pays'a fine tribute to Lord Cromer 
and his coadjutors. “None but an autocrat, 
who was at the same time patient, wise, and 
strong, could do what Lord Cromer has done 
there.” 

In this necessarily brief and inadequate 
notice reference has been made chiefly to the 
historical: side of Dr. Wallis Budge’s great 
work ;-but the archeologist and the anthropo- 
logist will find it brimfal of interest and 
instraction, set forth in clear and anthoritative 


fashion. Farther, it is abundantly illustrated 


with excellent photographs, maps, and plans.

fear to face. The time-expired soldier, trained 
and hardened by years of campaigning, with 
experience of inestimable value in war, but un- 
able to re-enlist in the regular forces ; the 
colonial whose life has been spent in learning 
the great game of keeping alive when circum- 
stances—or mén—oppose all possible obstacles 
to living ; the engineer, man of infinite re- 
source, the’sailor, likewise trained in a hard 
school that makes men ; these men, who do not 
eare, or are not able, to join the regular forces, 
would most of them be just as keen on taking 
part in the next war as they were in our last 
little aftair in the south of the continent. And 
it is the object of The Legion of Frontiersmen 
to find out and enroll such men in time of 
peace, so that when next there is a call to 
arms it may be possible to offer to the Empire 
a force of picked men able and willing to go 
anywhere and do anything.
